Transportation Act
A Complete Trial

Directors of the Torrance Chamber
of Commerce believe ‘that the United
States government should not meddle
with the Transportation act of 1920.

A resolution passed by the directors
follows:

“Whereas, there appears to be a
movement to amend in various ways
the Transportation law of 1920, and

“Whereas, congress, after months of
careful study enacted this law for
the regulation of the railroads, which
for two years had been operated by
the federal government at a loss of
a billion eight hundred million dol-
lars; and

‘““Whereas, the railroads apparently
have acted in good- faith in operating
their properties under said Trans-
portation law, this statement being
borne out by the fact that they now
are hauling more freight with less
delay than ever before, thus giving
the public the service to which it is
entitled; therefore, be it

“Resolveéd, by the board of directors
of the Chamber of Commerce of Tor-
rance, California, that it is the sense
of this body that said Transportation
law remain in force without change
for a period of time hecessary for the
people and the railroads to give it a
thorough trial to determine whether
by its provisions the country can
make the. best progress through con-
tinued improvement in-its transporta-
tion facilities; and be it further

“Resolved, that a copy of these
resolutions be transmitted to Hon.
Hiram Johnson and Hon, S, Short-
ridge, United States senators from
California, and to Hon. J. D. Feder-
éricks, representative from the Tenth
district, and that they be requested
to carry out -the views expressed
therein; also that copies be given to
The Torrance Herald for publication,”
